Washington (EFE) — El debate migratorio 
tiende a cobrar fuerza en el Congreso a principios 
de 2007 con un proyecto bipartidista de reforma que 
pretende legalizar a millones de indocumentados y 
negar fondos para un muro doble en la frontera con 
México. 

La puesta a punto del proyecto por algunos 
legisladores demócratas y republicanos, difundida 
por fuentes cercanas a este acuerdo, ha despertado 
esperanzas entre los grupos pro inmigrantes de que 
ahora sí pueda concretarse la reforma dejada en el 
olvido por el Congreso 109, de mayoría republicana, 
que finalizó a principios de este mes. 

También se pretende negar la financiación del 
muro doble de 1,226 kilómetros en determinados 
puntos de la frontera con México aprobado por ambas 
cámaras del Congreso. 

Actualmente sólo se cuenta con cerca de 1,200 
millones de dólares para esta obra que se prevé que 
tendrá un costo superior a los 3,000 millones de 
dólares. 

El accidentado proceso para sustituir al maltrecho 
sistema de inmigración actual sigue teniendo la férrea 


oposición de sectores conservadores que ven en los 
inmigrantes una amenaza a los puestos de trabajo de 
los estadounidenses. 

También otros colectivos conservadores de 
EE.UU. tienen la idea de que los extranjeros sin 
papeles migratorios absorben una buena parte de los 
presupuestos estatales y locales de educación y salud, 
sin tener en cuenta los beneficios que estas personas 
aportan al desarrollo social y económico del país. 

Esas posturas siguen prevaleciendo en muchas 
regiones de EE.UU. a pesar de que en casi todas 
las esferas sociales se ha reconocido que EE.UU. es 
una nación de inmigrantes y que la fuerza laboral 
extranjera es de importancia para el desarrollo estado- 
unidense en todos los órdenes. 

El propio Presidente estadounidense, George 
W. Bush, ha reiterado.su interés por la aprobación 
de la reforma que propuso hace dos años, y en ese 
sentido este mes volvió a pedir al próximo Congreso 
que busque caminos para resolver el problema de los 
millones de extranjeros que permanecen en la clan- 
destinidad en EE.UU. 

Fuentes legislativas informaron de que el nuevo 
proyecto de reforma se empezó a diseñar tras una 


reunión celebrada por el senador demócrata Edward 
Kennedy y su colega republicano John McCain, esta 
semana. 

El proyecto bipartidista de reforma podría ser 
presentado ante el Senado en marzo o abril próximos, 
mientras que la Cámara de Representantes conside- 
raría su propia versión poco tiempo después, afirma- 
ron políticos demócratas y republicanos cercanos al 
proceso. 

Fuentes aseguran que el nuevo proyecto de re- 
forma incluirá la legalización de entre 10 y 11 millones 
de extranjeros indocumentados de los 12 millones que 
se calcula que viven en EE.UU. 

Así mismo, la medida contemplaría un programa 
de trabajadores huéspedes -sugerido por el Presidente 
Bush- y al que se oponen varias confederaciones labo- 
rales porque, según su visión, ese plan pondría en peli- 
gro los puestos de trabajos de los estadounidenses.

Mexico (EFE) — The Mexican 
government on Tuesday announced that 
it would deploy almost 3,300 police 
officers and soldiers in the northern 
border city of Tijuana to combat or- 
ganized criminal activity, particularly 
drug trafficking. 

The polite-military operation - 
dubbed Operation Tijuana - involving 
3,296 effectives will be carried out on 
land, sea and air in the border city and 
its vicinity. 

The announcement of the new de- 
ployment of security forces was made 
at a joint press conference by Interior 
Secretary Francisco Ramirez Acuña, 
Defense Secretary Guillermo Galvan, 
Navy Secretary Mariano Francisco 
Saynez and Public Security Secretary 
Genaro Garcia, along with Attorney 
General Eduardo Medina Mora. 

Tijuana is one of Mexico's most 
violent cities, and authorities attribute 
530 deaths there in 2006 to organized 
crime. The city across the border from 
San Diego, California, is the head- 
quarters of the Arrellano Felix broth- 


ers’ drug cartel, one of the country’s 
most dangerous and violent criminal 
organizations. 

The measure is being implemented 
22 days after the government of Presi- 
dent Felipe Calderon, who assumed the 
country’s top job on Dec. 1, launched 
a similar operation in the western state 
of Michoacan, the site of extensive 
drug-related violence over the past six 
years. 

In the last six years, more than 
9,000 people were killed throughout the 
country by criminal organizations. 

Ramirez said that Operation Ti- 
juana had the support of Baja California 
state Gov. Eugenio Elorduy, and he 
added that its objective is to “confront 
criminality and reestablish the mini- 
mum conditions of order and authority” 
in the area.

“Hopefully this sends a 
message that you can’t point a 
gun at little kids,” stated Ronald 
Morales. 

Morales was referring to a 
jury's verdict which convicted 
Roger Barnett of threatening a 
hunting party with an assault 
rifle. 

The group included Mo- 
rales, his father, his two daugh- 
ters and a friend of theirs. 

Barnett took them for illegal 
immigrants who were trespass- 
ing on his property. He yelled at 
the hunting party, insulted them 
with racial slurs, and threatened 
to shoot them. Because of his 
actions, Barnett will have to pay 
$98,000 in damages. 

The jury in Bisbee, Ari- 
zona, included seven whites and 
one Hispanic. It deliberated only 
for three hours and then reached 
its verdict. It convicted Barnett 
of unlawful imprisonment, as- 
sault, negligence and inflicting 
emotional distress. 

Barnett has a great deel of 
experience with people trespass- 
ing on his property in Arizona, 
22,000 acres of which he leases 
from the government. Typically, 
trespassers have been illegal 
immigrants. Barnett is very 
concerned about illegal immi- 
gration. He told the ABC pro- 
gram “Nightline” that illegals 
are “flooding across, invading 
the place.” 

Barnett has boasted of hav- 
ing captured 12,000 illegal im- 
migrants. He has become one 
of the most visible vigilantes 
who patrols the U.S. - Mexican 
border. Barnett likes to dress 
in military garb and caps with 
insignia which resembles the 
United States Border Patrol 
uniform. Some people consider 
him the “godfather of vigilan- 
tism” and an inspiration for the 
Minutemen group, who have 
patrolled the U.S. border with 
Mexico and whom President 
George W. Bush labeled vigi- 
lantes. 

The lawsuit which Barnett 
lost is not the only one causing 
him legal problems. Another 
lawsuit alleges that he, his wife, 
and his brother pointed guns at 
16 illegal immigrants, threat- 
ened them with dogs, and also 
kicked one of the women in the 
group. 

In another lawsuit which 
Barnett won, he himself was 
accused of trespassing as he 
pursued illegal immigrants in 
a fellow rancher's land. And 
in still another case a lawsuit 
against Barnett was dropped. 
The plaintiff returned to’ Me- 
xico and decided not to press 
charges. 

When Morales asked the 
county attorney to bring charges 
against Barnett, he was told it'd 
be pointless because no jury 
would convict Barnett. 

Eventually the lawsuit 
against Barnett was brought 
forward by the Border Action 
Network and the Southern Po- 
verty Law Center, two civil 
rights groups which hope to set 
legal examples that migrants 
will not be abused. 

The civil rights groups were 
encouraged by another case in 
Texas in which two Salvadoran 
illegal immigrants won a case 
against Casey Nethercott who 
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had held them at gun point in 
2003. Netehrcott lost his ranch 
to the Salvadoran immigrants. 
Jesus Romo Vejar, Morales’ 
attorney, was encouraged by the 
verdict. He hopes others who 
may have been abused by Bar- 
nett will now come forward. He 
also hopes that the government

will reconsider leasing him land 
given his conviction. 

It’s unlikely that others will 
come forward. If indeed there 
have been other abuses, victims 
are probably long gone, back in 
Mexico. If they are in the U.S. 
and have no legal papers, they 
are probably very reluctant to

come forward. 

The Morales are American 
citizens and sued because they 
felt strongly that their rights had 
been violated. Had the Morales 
been undocumented workers, 
they might not have pressed 
the case. 

Yet, Morales’ victory can 


be an example to others who 
somehow think that undocu- 
mented workers can be abused 
because of their illegal immigra- 
tion status. 

The verdict clearly says 
that no one's humanity can be 
abused regardless of immigra- 
tion status. It also serves as

are reported. In essence, the 
message of the Barnett verdict

Bagdad (EFE) — El Go- 
bierno iraquí cifró en 16,245 el 
total de las víctimas mortales 
de la incesante violencia en 
este país árabe en 2006, de 
ellos más de 12,000 son civiles 
y el resto son miembros de 
las fuerzas de seguridad y de 
grupos insurgentes. 

Estas cifras las difundió en 
un comunicado el Ministerio 
de Interior, cuya publicación 
coincidió con el hallazgo de 
los cadáveres de decenas de 
personas con impactos de bala 
y señales de tortura'en dis- 
tintas zonas de Bagdad. Según 
la nota, un total de 12,371 
civiles iraquíes perdieron la 
vida y otros 15,143 resultaron 
heridos durante los pasados 
doce meses en acciones de 
violencia, especialmente aten- 
tados suicidas, en su mayoría 
con coches bomba. 

Además 1,743 efectivos 
de las fuerzas de seguridad 
iraquíes, policías y soldados, 
fallecieron y 2,113 fueron he- 
ridos de diversa consideración 
en ataques y enfrentamientos 
con grupos insurgentes en 
todo Irak. 

Los datos, basados en es- 
tadísticas de los Ministerio de 
Sanidad y Defensa, así como 
en otros del departamento de 
Interior, cifran en 2,131 los 
supuestos rebeldes muertos 
en el mismo período y en 
17,000 los heridos.

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Bolivia to 
require visas for 
U.S. citizens

from the United States to obtain a visa in order to enter Bolivia.

President Evo Morales approved Monday a decree re- 
quiring United States citizens to have a visa in order to enter 
Bolivia, just as U.S. authorities require of Bolivians. 

The decree was one of six approved in the early hours 
Monday in an unprecedented session of the Cabinet in La Paz 
that began at midnight and was called by Morales to receive 
the New Year already at work. 

Bolivian Foreign Minister David Choquehuanca said 
during the meeting of ministers that the United States was 
moved from Group 1 to Group 3 on the schedule of visa re- 
quirements for foreigners visiting Bolivia, under the principle 
of reciprocity. 

In Group 1 are nations whose citizens do not need a visa 
to enter Bolivia, in Group 2 are those whose citizens need a 
visa but without a personal interview, while in Group 3 are 
nationals who need a visa with a personal interview in order 
to enter Bolivian territory. 

“Our foreign minister tells us that this is a question of 
reciprocity. It seems that some of our leaders, including poli- 
ticians, must have a visa to travel to the United States,” the 
president said. 

The Bolivian president emphasized that some of “our 
leaders, including some politicians” have been turned back 
when they tried to enter United States territory “for reasons 
often totally unjustified.” 

“We respect the government of the United States but we 
also want to be respected,” Morales said a few days after a 
U.S. senatorial delegation led by the future leader of the up- 
per house, the Democrat Harry Reid, announced a visit to 
Bolivia to “strengthen the ties of friendship” between the two 
countries. EFE
